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The  work  of  renovating  Springs  Gymnasium  into  a  student  activities  center 

moves  along  on  schedule  toward  June  completion.  A  clock  tower  and  porches 

with  small  columns  are  being  added  to  enhance  the  exterior. 


Memo  from  President  Orr: 


PC  now  engaged  in  thorough  self-study  for  reaccreditation 


Each  decade  Presbyterian  College  undergoes  a  thorough 
evaluation  of  its  entire  educational  program.  This  self- 
study  is  required  of  all  colleges  currently  accredited  by  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  before  re- 
accreditation  can  be  granted  for  another  decade  of  service. 
Our  self-study  program  at  PC  began  last  summer  with 
a  special  faculty  conference.  Guiding  the  process  is  the 
Chairman,  Dr.  David  C.  Needham,  assisted  by  Dr.  James 
L.  Skinner,  Vice  Chairman.  Nearly  all  faculty  and  adminis- 
tration are  involved  in  one  or  more  phases  of  the  study.  By 
the  end  of  1985,  a  carefully  prepared  self-study  report  to- 
gether with  recommendations  for  change  will  be  shared 
with  the  regional  accrediting  association.  It  then  will  be 
studied  by  a  committee  of  academic  peers  who  will  visit  the 
campus  in  the  spring  of  1986.  Following  this  careful  self- 
study  and  review,  we  expect  our  full  academic  program  to 
be  reaccredited  for  another  ten  years,  until  1996. 

Why  undergo  this  rigorous  and  time-consuming  effort? 
Because  we  believe  we  can  become  an  even  better  college  by 
undergoing  periodic  self-evaluations.  A  philosopher  once 
said:  "The  unexamined  life  is  not  worth  living."  The  same 
insight  holds  true  for  colleges  like  PC.  We  need  to  ask 
ourselves:  What  does  a  student  need  to  know  today  in  order 
to  be  called  well-educated?  How  can  this  knowledge  be 
organized  and  presented  most  effectively?  What  support 


services  are  needed  to  enhance  the  central  function  of  learn- 
ing? These  and  many  other  questions  deal  with  hard  but 
important  issues  we  should  address  today  in  American 
higher  education. 

My  thanks  to  those  of  you  who  have  assisted  us  in  this 
study  by  completing  a  questionnaire  or  other  instrument. 

As  the  report  is  completed  in  the  year  ahead,  you  will  be 
apprised  of  the  results  and  key  recommendations. 
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Since  coming  to  PC  as  president  in  mid-1979,  Ken  Orr 
has  more  than  doubled  the  college's  endowment  resources 
and  tightened  management  for  challenging  years  ahead. 


Five  productive  Orr  years 
increase  financial  stability 


Few  periods  in  the  history  of  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege have  been  more  solidly  productive  than  the 
past  five  years  under  President  Kenneth  B.  Orr. 
The  evidence  is  found  not  in  dramatic  campus 
growth  but  rather  in  the  financial  stability  that  undergirds 
PC  for  the  challenging  times  ahead.  It  is  found  in  growing 
endowments . . .  balanced  budgets . . .  tight  management  proce- 
dures .  .  .  and  trustee  leadership  stimulated  to  action.  It  is 
reflected  in  more  concerted  efforts  for  faculty/ curriculum 
development  and  student  services  as  well  as  in  greater  re- 
sponse among  alumni  and  friends. 

Dr.  Ken  Orr  arrived  on  campus  in  mid-1979  after  a 
successful  tenure  as  president  of  the  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education  in  Richmond,  Va.  He  came  just  in 
time  to  lead  PC's  year-long  Centennial  celebration,  to 
wrapup  the  25-year  development  program  and  to  launch 
another  long-range  plan  for  the  next  two  decades. 

That  plan  pays  dividends.  As  a  guide  to  action,  it  keeps 
the  college  on  schedule  in  its  aspirations  for  every  impor- 
tant phase  of  PC  endeavor. 

Today,  Presbyterian  is  financially  stronger  than  it  has 
ever  been.  Endowment  has  more  than  doubled  during  the 
past  five  years — from  $6.4  million  to  $14  million.  That  total 
now  ranks  second  among  the  state's  private  colleges  (see 
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box).  And  its  annual  yield  is  up  150  percent  to  the  present 
$930,000  for  current  operations,  thanks  to  creative  fund 
management  by  the  trustee  finance  committee. 

"We  have  made  good  progress  with  endowment,  but 
this  can  only  be  the  start,"  Dr.  Orr  said.  "I  would  like  to  see 
the  PC  endowment  double  again  within  the  next  five  years. 
We  need  it  to  undergird  a  strong  program  and  secure  the 
future." 

The  president  inherited  a  $1,6  million  short-term  debt 
when  he  took  office — the  result  of  earlier  construction-cost 
overruns.  That  debt  has  now  been  paid  off.  All  that  re- 
mains, for  long-term  retirement,  is  some  of  the  3.5  percent 
money  of  the  earlier  government  building  loans. 

There  has  been  a  fundamental  commitment  to  operat- 
ing within  the  budget,  even  as  that  budget  has  grown  to  the 
present  $8.9  million  for  1984-85. 

Vital  to  the  balanced  budget  has  been  the  accelerating 
support  from  many  directions.  Total  gifts  since  1979  have 
amounted  to  more  than  $13  million  (an  average  of  $2.6 
million  per  year),  and  net  college  assets  increased  by  $9 
million  in  the  past  five  years.  Annual  Giving  registered  a  66 
percent  increase  over  this  period  in  reaching  $500,000. 
Alumni  participation  adds  a  ringing  endorsement,  with  35 
percent  now  making  gifts.  That  is  twice  the  national  aver-

age  and  encourages  the  greater  response  from  corporations 
and  foundations. 

Also  vital  to  operating  "in  the  black"  are  the  sound 
fiscal  controls  emanating  from  new  management  proce- 
dures. As  part  of  the  overhaul,  the  position  of  controller 
was  added  to  the  business  office  to  help  modernize  the 
record-keeping  and  ensure  constant  monitoring  of  fiscal 
activities. 

Administrative  reorganization  and  regular  meetings 
with  college  officers  and  staff  directors  have  been  instituted 
by  Dr.  Orr  to  improve  communications  within  the  campus 
community.  And  the  computerization  of  all  administrative 
functions  moves  toward  completion  after  PC  installed  a 
state-of-the-art  IBM  Systems-36  computer  last  year  to 
handle  data-processing  needs.  In  every  office,  the  emphasis 
is  on  efficient  operations  that  produce  results. 

The  financial  operation  has  received  high  priority  with 
Ken  Orr,  because  it  is  the  basic  key  to  overall  progress  in 
other  areas. 

For  example,  the  academic  program  has  been  expanded 
by  adding  a  new  department  of  political  science,  and  phys- 
ics is  now  back  in  its  own  department  after  having  been 
joined  with  mathematics  for  several  years.  Computer 
science  has  been  added  under  the  physics  wing,  with  more 
than  enough  course  offerings  to  qualify  for  a  "minor."  And 
the  academic  computer  center  in  Richardson  Science  Hall 
now  houses  a  32-bit  PRIME  processor,  with  at  least  12 
terminals  available  to  students  and  faculty  for  70  hours 
each  week.  In  addition,  mini-computers  function  in  many 
of  the  departments. 

As  PC  has  moved  to  meet  the  growing  demand  for 
computer  instruction,  it  also  has  tried  to  enrich  other  areas 
and  to  add  additional  teachers  in  business  administration, 
fine  arts,  political  science,  physics  and  sociology.  For  the 
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Figures  taken  from  the  most  recent  report  of  the 
Council  for  Financial  .Aid  to  Education. 
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benefit  of  individual  professors,  there  is  the  beefed-up  pro- 
gram of  sabbatical  leaves  and  summer  study  grants. 

The  projected  renovation  of  Jacobs  Hall  (as  described 
in  another  article)  will  further  enhance  academics  here  with 
more  space  and  better  facilities.  It  now  holds  top  priority. 

Another  important  renovation  already  underway  is  the 
restoration  of  old  Leroy  Springs  Gymnasium  into  a  student 
activities  center.  When  this  SI. 6  million  project  is  ready 
next  June,  it  will  provide  Presbyterian  College  students 
with  a  comprehensive  facility  for  leisure-time  activities. 

Five  buildings  have  been  redecorated  over  the  past  five 
years,  and  work  is  now  underway  in  Belk  Auditorium.  Fire 
safety  alarm  systems  have  been  installed  in  all  major  build- 
ings; the  security  system,  improved  in  the  three  women's 
dormitories.  And  last  year  PC  built  a  new  rifle  and  pistol 
range  said  to  be  the  best  in  South  Carolina  by  state  law

officers  who  practice  there  when  it  is  not  in  ROTC  use. 

Campus  beautification  has  been  one  of  the  most  strik- 
ing turns  of  recent  years.  President  Orr  added  a  Clemson- 
trained  horticulturist  to  the  staff  soon  after  taking  office. 
The  resulting  work  has  enhanced  the  natural  beauty  of  the 
entire  campus  while  turning  some  areas  into  garden  spots. 
This  particular  feature  draws  superlatives  from  numerous 
visitors,  who  praise  the  beauty  and  interpret  the  careful 
attention  as  representative  of  a  successful  college  operation. 

This  physical  environment  combines  with  the  academic 


Presidential  view: 


"I  am  pleased  that  PC  is  stronger

Last  fall  1  was  asked  by  a  friend  to  suggest  a  word  that  best 
describes  my  first  five  years  as  president  of  Presbyterian 
College. 

The  first  word  that  came  into  my  mind  was  "busy." 
Certainly,  these  have  been  busy  years  filled  with  hundreds 
of  meetings,  countless  college  events,  dozens  of  speeches, 
sermons,  reports,  conferences,  not  to  mention  mountains  of 
correspondence  and  thousands  of  miles  of  travel. 

After  further  reflection,  however,  there  are  several  other 
words  I  also  would  choose  that  describe  my  feelings.  They 
are:  "satisfying,"  "challenging,"  "exhilarating,"  and  "inter- 
esting." Most  of  all,  interesting. 

These  have  been  wonderfully  interesting  years  for 
Janice  and  me  and  our  three  sons:  Kevin,  Jeffrey,  and  Jon- 
athan. You  have  extended  to  each  of  us  warm  hearts  of 
friendship  as  well  as  strong  hands  of  support. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  privilege  we  have  of  being 
involved  with  so  many  of  you  who  personify  the  true  "PC 
Spirit."  You  are  an  inspiration  to  us. 

Prophets  of  doom  and  gloom  for  the  past  decade  or 
more  have  been  forecasting  ominous  years  ahead  for  liberal 
arts  colleges  like  Presbyterian.  Without  question,  the  com- 
petition for  students  and  for  gifts  has  become  more  intense 


today  than  ever  before.  I  am  pleased,  however,  that  PC  is 
stronger  now  than  at  any  time  in  its  104-year  history. 

We  are  blessed  with  a  stable  enrollment,  fine  reputation 
for  academic  excellence,  beautiful  campus,  generous  and 
devoted  alumni,  strong  and  dedicated  faculty,  outstanding 
Boards  of  Trustees,  Visitors  and  Alumni,  a  growing  en- 
dowment, and  talented  students.  With  careful  planning, 
good  management  and  hard  work,  I  believe  we  can  con- 
tinue to  weave  these  bright  strands  into  an  attractive  tapes- 
try for  the  future. 

Two  widely  publicized  national  reports  concerning  the 
current  status  of  American  higher  education  have  been 
issued  in  the  past  few  months.  Perhaps  you  have  read  about 
them. 

They  agree  on  many  points,  and  most  especially  about 
the  need  for  all  college  students  today  to  have  a  minimum 
of  two  years  of  a  liberal  arts  education.  In  this  manner,  the 
authors  suggest,  students  can  develop  a  greater  historical 
perspective  as  well  as  enlarge  their  skills  in  analysis,  prob- 
lem solving,  communication,  and  synthesis.  Most  of  all, 
they  can  learn  to  adapt  and  adjust  in  a  rapidly  changing 
society. 

The  national  consensus  on  desired  educational  out- 
comes is  shifting  to  a  renewed  emphasis  on  the  traditional 
liberal  arts  educational  experience.  All  of  this,  I  believe, 
bodes  well  for  Presbyterian  College  in  the  future. 

As  one  trustee  told  me  recently:  "The  best  years  for 
Presbyterian  College  are  yet  to  be!"  I  believe  that  aiid  I 
look  forward  to  sharing  these  great  years  with  you.

to  make  Presbyterian  attractive  to  high-quality  students. 
Another  strong  incentive  is  the  academic  scholarship  pro- 
gram headed  by  the  prestigious,  full-cost  Quattlebaum 
Honor  Scholarships.  The  Quattlebaum  program — estab- 
lished during  the  second  year  of  the  Orr  administration  by 
trustee  A.  M.  Quattlebaum  and  wife — has  attracted  top- 
flight competitors  from  throughout  the  Southeast.  And 
even  as  many  Quattlebaum  candidates  enroll  here,  the  pro- 
gram has  stimulated  creation  of  other  scholarship  funds 
based  on  merit. 

These  scholarships  and  the  many  funds  based  on  need 
have  caused  the  total  financial  aid  budget  to  rise  to  more 
than  $2.5  million  this  year.  About  one-third  of  this  amount 
comes  from  designated  college  funds,  while  the  remainder 
comes  from  such  outside  programs  as  the  federal  Pell 
grants.  South  Carolina  Tuition  Grants,  Army  ROTC  schol- 
arships, and  various  loan  and  work  opportunities. 

"We  try  to  meet  the  real  need  of  every  qualified  appli- 
cant with  some  type  of  aid  or  combination,"  Dr.  Orr  said. 
"I  encourage  every  good  student  to  apply  and  let  our  finan- 
cial aid  office  work  on  the  arrangements." 

Enrollment  has  remained  stable  in  the  900  to  940  range, 
with  the  55-45  proportion  of  men  to  women.  As  the  compe- 
tition for  the  dwindling  pool  of  prospective  students  inten- 
sifies, PC  has  expanded  its  admissions  efforts  and  drawn 
more  alumni  into  the  process  as  effective  volunteers. 

Meanwhile,  on  the  other  end  of  the  spectrum,  Presby- 
terian gives  more  attention  to  the  departing  graduate 
through  its  new  Career  Planning  and  Placement  Center. 
This  long-needed  move  has  met  with  mounting  success  over 
the  past  three  years.  Other  recent  improvements  in  student 
life  include  the  Women's  Social  Hall  club,  revitalization  of 
the  honor  system  and  a  comprehensive  program  of  alcohol 
education. 

At  his  formal  inauguration  in  early  1980,  Dr.  Kenneth 
B.  Orr  accepted  the  presidency  of  Presbyterian  College  with 
these  five  commitments: 

1 .  To  maintain  the  historic  mission  and  purpose  of  this 
college:  educating  with  excellence  men  and  women  in 
the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  within  a  distinctively 
Christian  context. 

2.  To  serve  this  college's  purpose  by  assisting  present 
faculty  and  staff  to  give  their  best  service. 

3.  To  advance  the  financial  strength  of  Presbyterian 
College  by  building  our  endowment. 

4.  To  seek  to  manage  carefully  and  well  the  human  and 
fmancial  resources  this  college  now  enjoys. 

5.  To  be  a  president  who  is  available,  approachable, 
sensitive  and  open  to  students,  faculty,  trustees, 
alumni  and  friends  of  the  college. 

After  five  years,  the  overall  record  shows  striking  ac- 
complishments that  have  strengthened  decisively  the  scope 
and  future  prospects  of  Presbyterian  College.  Certainly, 
Ken  Orr  has  worked  at  the  task  with  energy  and  devotion, 
and  with  leadership  skill  that  has  drawn  others  to  the  cause.

National  publication  comments 
on  compiling  of  PC  history 

Some  national  attention  came  to  PC  recently 
as  one  of  the  selected  colleges  featured  in  the 
June  issue  of  Currents,  professional  journal 
of  the  Council  for  Advancement  and  Sup- 
port of  Education. 

In  an  article  on  "Masterminding  a  Master- 
piece," a  guide  to  publishing  an  institu- 
tion's history,  PC  was  cited  for  its  history 
entitled  The  Spirit  of  PC:  A  Centennial 
History  of  Presbyterian  College.  And  author 
Ben  Hay  Hammet,  vice-president  for  college 
relations,  was  quoted  repeatedly  throughout 
the  article  on  the  way  he  went  about  pre- 
paring it  and  then  promoting  its  sale  among 
alumni  and  friends. 

Since  the  article  appeared,  he  said  he  has 
been  contacted  by  more  than  75  colleges  and 
universities  in  almost  every  state.  They 
request  additional  information  on  the 
subject  and  samples  of  the  Presbyterian 
College  work,  from  magazine  installments 
to  published  history. 
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Senior's  paper  widely  praised 
as  forensic  scientists  meet 

A  research  paper  on  chemical  tests  for  rape 
victims,  given  last  spring  by  then  PC  senior 
Lou  Ann  Reed  before  the  Southern  Associa- 
tion of  Forensic  Scientists,  attracted  the 
attention  of  law  enforcement  professionals. 

Using  semen  samples  from  actual  rape 
cases  of  the  past  five  years,  she  studied 
the  methods  of  detection  utilized  by  the 
South  Carolina  Law  Enforcement  Division 
(SLED)  laboratories.  Her  work  established 
the  fact  that  tests  of  old  samples  remain 
valid  and  can  be  used  as  reliable  evidence 
against  an  accused  offender. 

Her  lecture  at  the  spring  symposium 
of  the  Southern  Association  of  Forensic 
Scientists  was  one  of  just  five  papers  pre- 
sented and  the  only  one  from  this  state.  In 
addition  to  drawing  the  praise  of  law 
enforcement  professionals  present,  it  was 
submitted  for  publication  in  a  national 
journal  of  the  field. 

A  chemistry  major  now  at  the  Medical 
University  of  South  Carolina.  Lou  Ann  Reed 


produced  this  paper  as  the  result  of  a  senior 
research  project  the  previous  summer.  She 
worked  at  SLED  headquarters,  utilizing 
their  laboratory  facilities,  and  learned 
that  South  Carolina  law  enforcement  is  one 
of  the  South's  leaders  in  forensic  science. 

She  is  the  daughter  of  two  alumni — the 
Rev.  Archie  C.  Reed  '57  and  Maudalene 
Young  Reed  '58  of  Winnsboro,  S.  C. 

Carter  presents  another  paper 
to  American  Chemical  Society 

Dr.  K.  Nolon  Carter,  chemistry  department 
chairman,  last  August  attended  the  national 
meeting  of  the  American  Chemical  Society 
in  Philadelphia,  where  he  presented  a  paper 
entitled: 

"Congratulations,  You  Have  Just  De- 
stroyed Yourself  or  How  to  Fail  Chemistry 
Without  Really  Trying." 

The  paper,  written  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Car- 
ter, discussed  some  recent  counter  pro- 
ductive trends  in  chemical  education.  While 
in  Philadelphia,  he  also  took  an  intensive 
short  course  in  patent  fundamentals  for 
chemists. 


Jim  Skinner's  article  on  alumnus  Hugh  Holman 
recalls  early  days  as  PC  student  and  teacher 


A  perceptive  account  of  the  late  Hugh 
Holman's  early  career  at  Presbyterian 
College  has  been  published  by  Dr.  James  L. 
Skinner  in  a  recent  issue  of  The  South 
Carolina  Review. 

Professor  of  English  at  PC  since  1965,  Jim 
Skinner  has  gone  to  numerous  sources  and 
interviewed  many  friends  and  relatives  for 
his  article  entitled  "Hugh  Holman;  From 
Goldville  to  Clinton."  Goldville  was  the 
name  of  the  nearby  town  in  which  Holman 
grew  up,  a  name  changed  to  Joanna  in  1 948. 

Hugh  Holman  was  a  1936  PC  graduate 
who  taught  here  for  ten  years  before  going 
to  the  University  of  North  Carolina  for 
doctoral  work  and  some  national  renown 
as  a  distinguished  critic  and  teacher  of 
Southern  literature.  His  career,  which 
included  being  provost  and  English 
professor  at  UNC  as  well  as  an  authority 
on  Thomas  Wolfe,  was  cut  short  by  death 
in  1981. 

While  much  has  been  written  of  Dr. 
Holman's  prominent  years  at  North 
Carolina,  few  accounts  exist  of  his  early 


career  except  in  the  pages  of  Presbyterian 
College  publications.  Dr.  Skinner  fills  this 
void  with  his  article  in  the  regional  literary 
review  published  twice  a  year  by  Clemson 
University. 

He  recounts  Holman's  financial  struggles 
as  a  depression-age  college  student,  his 
classroom  brilliance,  and  his  awakening  here 
to  the  power  of  language  and  literature.  Dr. 
Skinner  then  places  Hugh  Holman  on  the 
PC  staff  as  teacher  and  administrator — 
and  also  as  the  writer  of  a  series  of 
mystery  novels.  Holman  later  would  receive 
acclaim  for  his  scholarly  critical  works,  but 
Jim  Skinner  analyzes  here  his  youthful 
writing  of  fiction  in  the  light  of  this 
overall  assessment: 

"His  novels  picture  real  problems  in  the 
real  South,  not  simply  the  passing  sensa- 
tional problem  of  a  murder.  Each  novel 
pictures  a  community  struggling  with  its 
past,  and  each  mystery  is  solved  by  a  vividly 
real  Southerner  tracing  backward  the 
inexorable  linkage  of  events." 


Political  science  responds 
to  popular  student  interest 


Mounting  student  interest  results  in  a 
separate  department  of  political  science  at 
Presbyterian. 

Effective  next  semester,  this  discipline 
will  divide  from  the  department  of  history 
and  political  science,  which  has  functioned 
in  this  combination  since  political  science 
was  added  to  the  curriculum  in  1958. 

The  move  comes  after  recent  trustee 
approval  that  also  designated  associate 
professor  Dr.  J.  David  Gillespie  as  depart- 
ment chairman.  Dr.  Ronald  D.  Burnside, 
professor  of  history  here  since  1963, 
continues  as  history  chairman. 

Growth  of  student  reponse  since  Dr. 
Gillespie  joined  the  faculty  in  1979  was 
cited  as  the  reason  for  giving  political 
science  full  departmental  status.  With  45 
majors,  this  discipline  now  ranks  fourth  in 
number  of  majors  among  all  departments — 
after  business  administration,  biology  and 
psychology.  Another  measure  of  response  in 
the  past  four  years,  student  enrollment  in  all 
political  science  courses  increased  from  68 
to  approximately  200  last  session. 

"The  separation  does  not  mean  we  will 
not  continue  to  have  close  relationships  with 
the  history  department,"  Dr.  Gillespie  said. 
"After  all,  that  is  the  mother  discipline,  and 
we  share  many  common  concerns.  Dr. 
Burnside  supported  the  idea  of  this  new 
arrangement." 

He  pointed  out  that  the  change  reflects  a 
national  pattern  which  has  seen  political 
science  move  away  from  history  (a 
humanities   discipline)   and   become   more 


clearly  one  of  the  social  and  behavioral 
sciences  with  close  links  to  other  social 
science  disciplines  such  as  sociology, 
psychology  and  economics. 

Dave  Gillespie's  specialties  are  American 
politics  and  political  theory.  His  wide- 
ranging  interests  have  produced  numerous 
articles  and  papers,  and  he  has  in  the  works 
a  book  on  third  parties  in  America.  Holder 
of  BA  and  MA  degrees  from  Wake  Forest 
and  a  PhD  from  Kent  State  University,  he 
spent  six  years  on  the  Samford  University 
faculty  before  coming  to  Presbyterian. 

Middle  East  specialist  Dr.  Thomas  P. 
Weaver  was  added  to  the  faculty  in  1981  to 
give  emphasis  to  international  and  compara- 
tive politics.  He  brought  insights  of  some- 
one who  had  lived  a  year  on  the  West  Bank 
and  studied  at  Birzeit  University.  His  PhD 
is  from  the  University  of  Cincinnati. 

As  Dr.  Gillespie  views  the  needs  of  his 
developing  department,  he  sees  gaps  to  be 
filled  in  the  co\erage  of  Africa  and  Latin 
America.  And  he  also  would  like  to 
strengthen  the  American  area  dealing  with 
the  presidency.  Congress  and  public 
administration.  All  of  which  will  take  just 
a  little  more  time  and  additional  teaching 
personnel. 

Meanwhile,  PC's  newest  department 
chairman  takes  pleasure  in  the  interest 
shown  by  so  many  good  students.  Not  the 
least  of  his  recent  majors  is  1984  graduate 
John  C.  Moylan  III,  now  a  freshman  at 
Harvard  University  law  school.

Cally  Gault  retires  from  football  after  22  years 


Cally  Gault  made  the  1984  season  one  of  his 
best  and  then  retired  after  22  years  as  head 
football  coach. 

He  will  continue  to  serve  as  athletic 
director,  with  additional  responsibilities 
in  athletic  fund-raising  as  executive-director 
of  the  Walter  Johnson  Scotsman  Club. 

The  57-year-old  alumnus  led  his  last  PC 
team  to  7  wins  and  4  defeats  and  ninth-place 
national  ranking  in  the  NAIA  poll.  It  was 
the  best  finish  since  making  the  playoffs 
and  number  four  rank  in  1979.  It  also 
brought  him  the  closing  accolade  of  being 
named  once  again  "coach-of-the-year"  for 
the  South  Atlantic  Conference. 

Gault  stepped  down  with  a  PC  career 
record  of  127-101-8  and  a  reputation  for 
high  sportsmanship  as  the  "dean  of  South 


Carolina  football  coaches."  He  has  been 
coach-of-the-year  for  the  state  five  times 
and  for  his  conference  (the  Carolinas,  then 
SAC-8)  on  five  other  occasions. 

"1  have  always  considered  it  a  privilege  to 
coach  at  my  alma  mater,"  Gault  said,  "but 
now  is  the  time  to  give  more  attention  to  the 
overall  management  of  our  broad  athletic 
program  and  to  the  securing  of  more  funds 
to  help  stabilize  it. 

"I  am  grateful  for  the  fine  support  given 
to  PC  football  by  our  students,  faculty, 
administration,  alumni  and  friends.  We  tried 
to  play  competitively  and  respectably 
against  the  good  teams  of  our  area.  I  also 
hope  our  program  has  made  it  apparent  that 
there  is  much  good  in  properly  run  inter- 
collegiate athletics.  These  things  have  been 


traditional  at  Presbyterian,  and  1  believe 
we  achieved  a  measure  of  success  in  up- 
holding the  tradition." 

President  Orr  praised  Gault  for  his 
notable  contributions  to  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege and  added  these  words: 

"Cally  Gault  is  a  recognized  leader  in 
small  college  football.  He  has  given  PC  a 
winning  edge  on  the  playing  field  while 
maintaining  the  dignity  and  integrity  of 
our  entire  sports  program.  Now  that  he  no 
longer  has  football  responsibility,  Cally  will 
devote  more  time  to  the  coordination  and 
promotion  of  all  sports.  He  also  should  be 
effective  in  raising  funds  for  the  varsity 
programs."

Alumnus  Elliott  Poss  moves  from  defense  to  head  coach 


Taking  over  the  football  leadership  is  Elliott 
Poss,  former  Blue  Hose  star  who  has  welded 
PC's  strong  defensive  units  as  defensive 
line  coach  for  the  past  ten  years. 

"We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  man  of  Elliott 
Poss'  caliber  ready  to  head  PC  football," 
President  Ken  Orr  said  when  the  transition 
occurred  in  early-December.  "With  his 
background  and  established  relationships, 
we  can  anticipate  continuity  of  a  successful 
program.  His  ability  and  integrity  are  in 
ihe  tradition  of  Presbyterian  College 
athletics." 

He  pointed  out  that  PC  had  two  well- 
qualified  veteran  assistants  on  the  staff, 
and  Poss  became  the  automatic  choice  when 


Bob  Strock  requested  removal  of  his  name 
from  consideration. 

Poss  joined  the  PC  athletic  staff  in  1975 
after  four  years  as  an  assistant  coach  at 
Washington-Wilkes  High  School  in  his 
native  Washington,  Ga.  A  1971  Presbyterian 
College  graduate  with  BA  in  economics,  he 
was  a  Who's  Who  student  leader  here  in 
addition  to  being  co-captain  and  all- 
conference  defensive  back  on  PC's  1970 
Carolinas  Conference  champions.  He 
entered  the  coaching  field  after  seriously 
considering  law  school. 

"I  am  extremely  pleased  that  Coach  Poss 
decided  to  take  the  job."  Athletic  Director 
Gault    said.    "Having    coached    him    and 


coached  with  him,  I  know  he  is  a  man  of 
character  whose  superlative  record  as  a 
defensive  coach  has  been  established  over 
the  years.  Our  alumni  and  other  fans  will  be 
pleased  with  the  choice." 

After  expressing  appreciation  for  the 
confidence  shown  by  his  appointment, 
Elliott  Poss  said: 

"We  will  continue  to  try  to  play  football 
in  the  PC  tradition.

Fast  basketball  starts  in  full  pre-Christmas 
schedules  have  the  men's  team  with  a  9-3 
record  and  the  women  at  7-2  as  they  point 
toward  the  resumption  of  action  in  early 
January.

to  Jacobs  Hall 
for  academics 


$100,000  grant  memorializes  Florence  Jacobs  Bailey 
and  pushes  construction  funds  over  S400,000  mark. 


A  $100,000  grant  to  Presbyterian  College 
from  the  Bailey  Foundation  of  Clinton  will 
assist  Jacobs  Hall  renovation  as  a  memorial 
to  Mrs.  Florence  Jacobs  Bailey,  daughter 
of  the  building's  namesake  and  wife  of  late 
Clinton  textile  industrialist  William  J. 
Bailey. 

This  gift  is  the  latest  and  largest  sub- 
scription made  thus  far  toward  the  restora- 
tion project  estimated  to  cost  $1  million. 
A  total  of  more  than  $400,000  has  been 
secured  to  date. 

The  Bailey  Foundation  funds  will  be  used 
to  underwrite  a  new  computer  laboratory. 
It  will  be  one  of  the  main  facilities  in  the 
remodeling  of  this  building  into  a  center  for 
the  business  curriculum  as  well  as  for  mathe- 
matics and  military  science. 

In  announcing  the  foundation  grant. 
President  Orr  said: 

"This  splendid  gift  provides  a  great  boost 
to  our  plans  for  renovating  Jacobs  Hall.  I 
think  it  will  be  especially  fitting  to  have 
the  Florence  Bailey  Computer  Laboratory 
perpetuating  her  memory  in  this  historic 
building  named  for  her  father  and  PC 
founder,  William  Plumer  Jacobs.  And 
interestingly  enough,  Jacobs  Hall  stands 
directly  across  west  plaza  from  Bailey  Hall, 
the  dormitory  which  memorializes  her 
husband." 

Florence  Jacobs  Bailey  was  a  member  of 
the  college's  first  graduating  class  in  1883, 
active  in  the  affairs  of  her  church  and 
community.  Husband  William  J.  Bailey 
served  for  many  years  as  president  of 
Clinton  Mills  and  M.  S.  Bailey  and  Son, 
Bankers,  and  as  a  trustee  and  benefactor 
of     Presbyterian     College.     The     Bailey 


Foundation  helped  to  build  the  dormitory 
in  his  memory  in  1955. 

Jacobs  Hall,  erected  in  1915.  is  one  of 
PC's  landmark  buildings  listed  in  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  It 
served  for  many  years  as  a  combination 
library  and  science  building — and  even  had 
a  gymnasium  in  its  basement  the  first  nine 
years.  Then,  as  new  structures  were  added 
to  the  campus  plant,  the  basketball  play 
moved  out  in  1924,  book  collections 
departed  in  1942  and  the  science  depart- 
ments left  for  new  quarters  in  1966. 

Jacobs  has  continued  without  major 
repair  to  serve  as  headquarters  for  ROTC, 
art  and  drama. 

"Now  the  old  building  is  about  to  receive 
complete  renovation  that  will  expand  our 
academic  facilities  and  extend  its  useful- 
ness for  many  years  to  come,"  President  Orr 
said.  "We  would  like  to  have  all  funds 
available  to  start  work  during  1985,  the 
70th  anniversary  of  Jacobs  Hall." 

The  remodeled  structure  will  serve  as 
home  for  three  departments.  Military 
science  will  remain  there,  occupying  the 
expanded  lower-floor  area  as  home  for 
Presbyterian's  esteemed  unit  of  the  Reserve 
Officers'  Training  Corps. 

The  popular  economics  and  business 
administration  department  will  move  out 
of  crowded  Neville  Hall  to  occupy  much  of 
the  first  and  second  floors  of  Jacobs.  And 
the  mathematics  department  also  will  gain 
badly  needed  classroom  and  office  space 
by  its  move  from  Richardson  Science  Hall. 

Because  of  increasing  response  of  stu- 
dents and  the  business  world  to  the  PC 
business  major,  the  need  to  create  a  center 


for  this  department  became  apparent.  Most 
of  the  funds  already  raised  have  come  from 
corporations  and  foundations  interested  in 
strengthening  further  the  work  done  here. 

Among  these  earlier  gifts  are  funds  to 
honor  two  of  the  nation's  outstanding  textile 
leaders.  The  James  A.  Chapman,  Jr.,  Con- 
ference Center  is  underwritten  by  $70,000 
in  grants  from  the  Inman-Riverdale 
Foundation  of  Spartanburg  and  the  Self 
Foundation  of  Greenwood  as  a  memorial  to 
the  late  chairman  and  chief  executive  officer 
of  Inman  Mills.  And  a  grant  of  $75,000  has 
been  received  from  the  Cannon  Foundation 
of  Concord,  N.  C,  to  name  the  Charles 
A.  Cannon  Business  Library  in  memory 
of  this  late  chief  executive  of  the  Cannon 
Mills  Co. 

One  example  of  the  Presbyterian  College 
service  to  the  industrial  world:  48  graduates 
presently  hold  executive  positions  with 
Milliken  &  Co.,  the  world's  largest  private 
textile  organization.  In  recognition  of  this 
fact,  the  Milliken  Foundation  of  Spartan- 
burg made  an  early  challenge  grant  to  the 
Jacobs  project  and  added  other  funds  for  a 
total  of  $71,000. 

Inspecting  architects  diagnose  the  old 
building  as  structurally  sound  and  a  ready 
candidate  for  the  remodeling  work  now 
being  planned.  Renovation  costs  will  run 
considerably  less  than  the  expense  of 
erecting  a  comparable  new  building,  so 
there's  the  fiscal  appeal  of  getting 
maximum  benefit  from  the  dollars 
expended.  At  the  same  time,  tradition  will 
remain  in  the  form  of  its  colonial  Georgian 
architectural  style,  with  colossal  Ionic 
portico  and  distinctive  arched  windows.

Bill  Ogden,  Jr.,  Memorial  Scholarship 
endowed  by  $100,000  gift  of  parents 


With  an  endowment  gift  of  $100,000,  alumni 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  William  S.  Ogden  of  Danville, 
Va.,  have  underwritten  the  Bill  Ogden,  Jr., 
Memorial  Scholarship  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  their  son  through  financial 
assistance  to  pre-medical  students. 

"This  scholarship  will  rank  among  our 
most  prestigious  awards,"  President  Orr 
said  in  making  the  announcement.  "The 
program  provides  for  a  four-year  grant  of 
$8,000  to  a  well-qualified  pre-med  candi- 
date entering  PC  as  a  freshman  each  year. 
This  means  that  eventually  we  will  have  four 
Ogden  Scholars  studying  here  at  all  times." 

The  scholarship  is  a  most  appropriate 
tribute  to  Bill,  Dr.  Orr  said.  "He  was 
a  rising  sophomore  here,  a  pre-med  student 
himself  and  a  multi-talented  young  man 
with  infectious  enthusiasm  about  every- 
thing pertaining  to  Presbyterian  College." 
He  was  a  member  of  Kappa  Alpha  Order. 

Bill,  Jr.,  died  in  an  automobile  accident 
on  the  morning  of  July  20,  1982.  He  was 
returning  to  summer  school  at  Mercer 
University — where  he  was  augmenting  his 


pre-medical  courses — and  the  accident 
occurred  suddenly  as  a  result  of  a  defective 
motor  in  a  newly  acquired  car. 

He  was  the  oldest  of  seven  children  and 
the  only  son  of  Dr.  Billy  Ogden  '61  and 
Mrs.  Lou  Gray  Ogden  '62.  In  his  hometown 
of  Danville,  Bill  was  an  active  member  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church.  He  spent  three 
summers  in  foreign  youth  service:  one 
summer  in  Haiti;  one  as  a  youth  ambassador 
to  Copacabana  Presbyterian  Church  in  Rio 
de  Janeiro,  Brazil;  and  one  summer  building 
a  church  for  eight  weeks  in  Mexico.  Sharing 
with  him  the  experience  on  the  Mexico  team 
was  his  sister.  Gray,  now  a  freshman  at  PC. 
Bill  planned  eventually  to  join  his  daddy  in 
medical  practice. 

Dr.  Ogden,  an  orthopaedic  surgeon  with 
his  own  clinic,  earned  his  BS  degree  in 
chemistry  at  Presbyterian  College  in  1961. 
Mrs.  Lou  Gray  Ogden,  a  member  of  the 
Class  of  1962  here,  went  on  to  earn  her  BA 
degree  from  Columbia  College.  Their  other 
five  daughters  are:  Kea,  a  junior  at  the 
University  of  South  Carolina;  Mary  Mac, 


high  school  senior  at  St.  Mary's  in  Raleigh, 
N.  C;  Kathryn,  age  15;  and  the  12-year-old 
twins.  Genie  and  Anna. 

President  Orr  said  he  expects  the  initial 
Ogden  Scholarship  to  be  awarded  to  a  fresh- 
man enrolling  in  PC's  highly  regarded  pre- 
medical  program  next  fall.  Given  on  the 
basis  of  need  and  academic  excellence,  the 
$2,000  per-year  grant  will  remain  with  the 
recipient  throughout  the  four  years — so 
long  as  he/she  maintains  meritorious  work 
in  the  pre-med  curriculum. 


Scholarship  fund  to  memorialize  H.  L.  "Papa"  Crocker 


The  H.  L.  "Papa"  Crocker  Memorial  Schol- 
arship Fund  has  been  established  at  Presby- 
terian College  in  tribute  to  this  individual 
who  served  for  17  years  as  equipment  man- 
ager with  the  PC  athletic  department. 

Gifts  from  the  Claude  A.  Crocker  family 
and  friends  of  Clinton  provide  for  endowed 
resources  to  underwrite  financial  aid  for 
qualified  student  athletic  trainers  associated 
with  one  of  the  Blue  Hose  intercollegiate 
teams  and  with  dedicated  interest  in  athletic 
training. 

H.  L.  Crocker  joined  the  athletic  de- 
partment in  1956  after  retirement  from 
long  affiliation  with  the  textile  industry.  He 
remained  an  enthusiastic  staff  member  until 
1973,  when  he  retired  from  this  second 
career  at  age  83.  Coaches  and  players  alike 
referred  to  him  affectionately  as  "Papa" 
Crocker. 

"He  was  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us  who 
knew  him,"  Athletic  Director  and  Head 
Football  Coach  Cally  Gault  said.  "His 
belief  in  our  athletes  was  expressed  in  a 
heartfelt  conviction  that  a  PC  man  one- 
on-one  would  always  win.  We  have  placed 
a  plaque  in  his  honor  on  our  training  room 
door." 

Claude  A.  Crocker,  Clinton  Mills  vice- 
president  who  took  the  lead  in  establishing 
the  scholarship  fund  in  memory  of  his 
father,  is  a  Presbyterian  alumnus  with  long- 


time close  relationships.  On  two  occasions 
soon  after  World  War  II,  he  coached  base- 
ball and  then  basketball  at  PC.  He  has 
served  as  president  of  the  Walter  Johnson 
Scotsman  Club  alumni  athletic  organization 
and  as  a  director  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
and  he  and  wife  Myra  are  presently  members 
of  the  PC  board  of  visitors. 

Joining  with  Claude  and  Myra  Crocker 
in  the  scholarship  project  are:  daughter 
Virginia  L.  Crocker,  a  PC  staff  member 
for  eight  years  in  admissions,  as  director 
of  special  projects  and  as  director  of  place- 
ment, before  moving  last  summer  into  her 
present  position  as  a  member  of  the  South 
Carolina      Industrial      Commission;     son

Johnson  Scholarship 

Before  Peggy  Johnson  McCarthy  died  last 
May,  she  expressed  the  hope  that  any  me- 
morials be  made  as  gifts  to  the  Coach  and 
Mrs.  Walter  A.  Johnson  Scholarship  Fund. 

She  grew  up  on  the  PC  campus  as  the  only 
child  of  the  Johnsons.  And  as  the  daughter 
of  one  of  the  South's  best-known  coaches, 
she  was  in  early  years  the  team  "sweetheart" 
of  many  of  his  Blue  Hose  football  squads. 

Walter  Johnson  served  Presbyterian 
College  for  43  years  as  athletic  director  and 
25  of  those  years  as  coach.  He  was  father  of 
the  sports  program  here,  developing  strong 
varsity  teams  in  a  broad  program  of  athletics 
and  becoming  known  for  his  sportsmanship. 

Mrs.  Johnson  died  some  years  later, 
and  the  Coach  and  Mrs.  Walter  A.  Johnson 
Scholarship  Fund  was  established  in  their 
memory  to  assist  worthy  PC  athletes. 

Peggy  Johnson  married  Army  career 
officer  Leo  C.  (Mac)  McCarthy.  After  his 
retirement  as  lieutenant  colonel,  they  settled 
in  Columbia.  Son  Greg  is  a  "72  graduate. 


Bequest  of  alumnus  Delmar  Rhame  builds 
Henrietta  T.  Rhame  Fund  to  $151,586 


The  Henrietta  Toole  Rhame  Scholarship 
Fund  of  $151,586  is  now  in  operation  at 
Presbyterian  College  as  a  result  of  the  pro- 
gram established  by  the  late  Dr.  Delmar  O. 
Rhame  '26  in  memory  of  his  wife. 

The  Clinton  alumnus  began  setting  up  the 
endowed  fund  prior  to  his  death  last  De- 
cember 31  and  strengthened  it  through  pro- 
visions of  his  estate.  He  wanted  these 
scholarships  to  perpetuate  Mrs.  Rhame's 
love  of  young  people  and  the  values  she 
lived  by  as  a  leader  in  her  church  and  com- 
munity. 

Dr.  Rhame  left  wide  discretion  to  the 
PC  scholarship  committee  in  deciding  on 
amounts  and  recipients  of  the  grants.  He 
specified  financial  need  as  one  factor.  And 


while  he  would  give  priority  to  pre-medical 
candidates,  other  students  also  are  eligible. 

A  devoted  Presbyterian  College  graduate 
of  the  class  of  1926,  Delmar  Rhame  was  a 
beloved  Clinton  physician  who  served  for 
many  years  as  college  doctor.  He  also  helped 
to  strengthen  PC  as  a  trustee,  as  president 
of  the  Alumni  Association  and  as  a  leader 
in  many  college  causes.  His  alma  mater 
honored  him  with  both  the  Alumni  Service 
Award  and  the  Alumni  Gold  P. 

Dr.  Rhame  was  an  elder  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  and  active  in  civic  affairs, 
with  special  interest  in  the  Boy  Scouts.  He 
and  Mrs.  Rhame  had  two  sons:  Dr.  Donald 
W.  Rhame  of  Macon,  Ga.,  and  Richard  A. 
Rhame  '66  of  Greenville,  S.  C. 


Planned  giving  offers  mutual  benefits 


A  recently  initiated,  systematic  approach  to 
planned  giving  is  creating  exciting  prospects 
for  increasing  the  financial  strength  of  Presby- 
terian College  in  the  decades  ahead.  This 
emphasis  on  estate  planning  benefits  donors 
at  the  same  time  by  providing  them  with  tax 
deductions,  increased  spendable  income, 
and  the  satisfaction  of  helping  to  insure  the 
long-term  stability  of  PC. 

The  areas  which  planned  giving  will  sup- 
port at  the  college  are  many  and  varied. 
They  include  scholarship  programs,  student 
financial  aid,  endowment  for  departments, 
faculty  chairs  and  professorships,  facilities, 
lectures  and  seminars,  curriculum  and  fac- 
ulty development,  and  general  endowment. 

In  the  near  future,  a  mail-oriented  infor- 
mation program  will  be  initialed  to  convey 
the  taxwise  planned-giving  opportunities 
offered  by  PC.  Respondents  to  the  mailings 
will  receive  further  detailed  information 
concerning  these  programs,  and  a  develop- 
ment staff  member  will  be  available  to  assist 
individuals  (in  complete  confidence)  with 
their  particular  estate  planning  needs. 

Often  referred  to  as  "deferred  gift  pro- 
grams," planned  giving  may  take  a  variety 
of  forms.  Two  general  categories  are  testa- 
mentary gifts  and  life  income  arrangements. 

1.  A  Testamentary  Gift  is  a  bequest  giv- 
ing a  fixed  percentage  of  the  donor's  estate 
or  a  specific  amount  of  his  estate  to  the  col- 
lege. A  bequest  may  also  be  used  to  estab- 
lish various  types  of  trusts  that  benefit  PC. 

2.  Life  Income  Arrangements  include 
annuities  and  trusts.  An  example  is  the 
charitable  gift  annuity  in  which  the  donor 
receives  a  guaranteed  income  for  life,  a  cur- 
rent income  tax  deduction  which  produces 
current  tax  savings,  and  also  receives  a  large 
portion  of  the  guaranteed  income  as  tax- 


free  income.  A  survivor  gift  annuity  pro- 
vides a  guaranteed  income  for  a  spouse, 
parent,  brother,  sister,  child,  or  another 
survivor  for  that  person's  lifetime. 

A  deferred  payment  gift  annuity  may  be 
used  to  provide  income  for  retirement  years. 
A  donor  makes  a  gift  to  the  college,  receives 
a  current  income  tax  deduction,  and  re- 
ceives a  guaranteed  lifetime  income  to  begin 
at  some  future  date. 

A  gift  which  can  provide  current  income 
tax  savings,  capital  gains  tax  savings,  and 
estate  tax  savings  is  the  charitable  re- 
mainder unitrust.  The  donor  places  the  gift 
with  the  college  in  trust.  It  pays  the  donor  a 
fixed  percentage  each  year  of  the  value  of 
the  trust  assets  for  the  donor's  lifetime. 
These  unitrusts  enable  a  donor  who  owns 
highly  appreciated  low-yield  assets  to  make 
a  substantial  gift  and  to  increase  his  invest- 
ment return. 

A  fixed  amount  is  paid  each  year  to  the 
donor  of  a  charitable  remainder  annuity 
trust.  This  trust  also  enables  the  donor  who 
owns  appreciated  low-yield  assets  to  make  a 
gift  and  increase  his  return. 

A  life  estate  contract  allows  a  donor  to 


make  a  gift  to  the  college  of  a  personal  resi- 
dence or  a  farm,  receive  a  current  income 
tax  deduction,  and  retain  the  use  of  the 
property  for  his  lifetime. 

Dramatic  gift  and  estate  tax  savings  plus 
a  method  for  preserving  assets  for  family 
and  other  heirs  are  produced  by  charitable 
lead  trusts.  A  gift  is  made  to  the  college  in 
trust  with  the  trustee  paying  an  income  to 
the  college  for  a  fixed  period  of  years.  At 
the  end  of  the  period,  the  trust  is  tranferred 
to  the  donor's  children,  grandchildren,  or 
other  specified  persons. 

The  pooled  income  fund  is  a  popular 
means  for  investing  in  the  college  with  gifts 
as  small  as  $1,000.  Cash  or  securities  are 
transferred  to  a  separately  maintained 
pooled  income  fund,  where  it  is  invested  to- 
gether with  gifts  from  other  donors  who 
make  similar  gifts.  Each  donor  receives  his 
pro-rata  share  of  the  pooled  income  earn- 
ings each  year  for  life  and,  if  desired,  for  the 
life  of  a  survivor.  A  tax  deduction  is  allowed 
for  the  value  of  the  donor's  remainder  inter- 
est, based  on  IRS  tables.  The  donor  avoids 
capital  gain  taxes  on  appreciated  assets 
transferred  to  the  fund.  Income  is  taxed  as 
ordinary  income.

Dunlap  marks  50th  anniversary  with  sermon  at  first  church 


Exactly  50  years  of  Presbyterian  ministry  elapsed 
between  J.  Witherspoon  Dunlap's  first  sermon  at  little 
Rocky  Springs  Presbyterian  Church  near  Knoxville, 
Tenn.  -where  he  was  ordained  on  July  15,  1934 — and 
the  service  he  conducted  there  last  July  15. 

This  unusual  feature  involving  the  1929  PC  graduate 
became  the  subject  of  an  article  in  the  Knoxville  News- 
Sentinel  daily  newspaper.  It  opened  with  these  words: 

"Dr.  J.  Witherspoon  Dunlap  wants  to  give  God 
credit  for  it  all.  The  wealth  of  his  life  as  a  Christian, 
his  50  years  in  the  ministry,  a  wonderful  wife  who  loves 
him,  the  rewards  of  his  relationship  with  the  Lord  and 
the  fruits  of  his  labor  as  he  went  about  doing  God's 
will. 

"And  he  wouldn't  change  a  thing,  even  if  given  a 
chance. 

"Dunlap  is  a  builder,  not  by  profession,  but  by 
conviction.  Most  of  his  76  years  have  been  spent  build- 
ing churches.  That  somehow  became  his  specialty  - 
going  into  a  church  when  expansion  was  desperately 
needed  and  pulling  the  plow  until  a  new  building  was 
dedicated. 

"Throughout  his  career,  he  has  been  instrumental 


in  organizing  or  building  25  churches.  He  spent  23 
years  in  the  Knoxville  Presbytery." 

The  article  reviewed  some  of  his  building  programs  in 
that  area  and  pointed  out  that  he  had  served  as 
executive  secretary  of  Knoxville  Presbytery  from  1964 
until  his  official  retirement  in  1976.  Since  that  time, 
however,  he  has  continued  to  preach  part-time  as  a 
supply  minister — including  twice  monthly  services 
back  at  Rocky  Springs,  that  first  charge  where  he  also 
had  met  his  future  wife. 

Dunlap  pointed  out  that,  when  he  finished  PC,  he 
fought  against  becoming  a  minister  for  several  years. 
Instead,  he  felt  he  was  meant  to  follow  in  his  father's 
footsteps  as  a  Rock  Hill,  S.  C,  lawyer.  When  his  father 
recognized  his  plight,  he  urged  his  son  not  to  feel 
obligated  to  enter  the  law,  and  young  Witherspoon  set 
out  for  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia. 

In  addition  to  his  Tennessee  pulpits.  Dunlap  served 
churches  in  North  Carolina  and  Georgia  and  was  for 
8  years  (1955-63)  minister  of  the  Darlington,  S.  C, 
Church.  He  and  his  wife  have  a  daughter  and  son 
Dr.  Joe  Dunlap,  Jr.,  a  1 966  PC  graduate  now  practicing 
medicine  in  Florence,  S.  C.

DuBose  retires  as  Whitten  Center  administrator 

S.  Richard  DuBose  '40  completed  a  19-year  career  with  Clinton's  Whitten 
Center  when  he  retired  last  summer  as  assistant  superintendent. 

He  joined  this  regional  center  for  mentally  retarded  in  1965  after  early 
years  as  a  public  school  teacher-coach  and  principal,  followed  by  a  position 
as  personnel  director  with  J.  P.  Stevens  Co.  in  Whitmire,  S.  C. 

In  some  of  his  most  significant  work  at  Whitten  Center,  DuBose  joined 
other  administrative  leaders  in  establishing  the  program  of  deinstitutional- 
izing qualified  residents  and  related  community  programs  as  an  alternative 
to  residential  care.

Because  of  his  longtime  active  leadership  in  Presby- 
terian men's  work,  Powell  A.  Fraser  '41  has  been  as- 
signed the  challenging  mission  of  helping  to  design  a 
men's  program  for  the  newly  combined  Presbyterian 
Church  (USA). 

He  is  chairman  of  the  PCUSA's  core  committee 
asked  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Program 
Agency  and  the  General  Assembly  Mission  Board.

Charles  Joyner  '56: 

Publishes  book  on  South  Carolina  slave  community 


"I  know  of  no  other  work  that  deals  as  exhaustively, 
comprehensively,  and  authoritatively  with  a  slave 
community  in  the  United  States.  Equally  impressive 
is  Joyner's  grasp  of  interdisciplinary  techniques.  He 
has  read  and  absorbed  a  great  many  approaches  and 
uses  them  with  great  intelligence  and  perception." 

This  comment  by  University  of  California.  Berkeley, 
historian  Lawrence  W.  Levine  is  typical  of  the  scholarly 
appraisals  given  to  alumnus  Charles  Joyner's  recent 
book,  Down  by  the  Riverside.  Bearing  the  sub-title 
A  South  Carolina  Slave  Community,  the  book  moves 
back  in  time  to  the  state's  low-country  and  the  ante- 
bellum world  of  All  Saints  Parish.  It  endeavors  to 
reconstruct  the  daily  life  of  that  area  in  that  era.  to 
preserve  the  rich  heritage  of  slave  folkhfe.  and  to  show 
a  new  culture  emerging  from  the  mixture  of  African 
traditions  and  American  circumstances. 

The  book  was  published  last  June  by  the  University 


of  Illinois  Press  as  one  of  its  series  on  "Blacks  in  the 
New  World."  It  immediately  drew  high  praise  from 
history  scholars  at  some  of  the  nation's  leading  uni- 
versities. 

Charles  Joyner  earned  his  BA  degree  in  history  at 
Presbyterian  College  in  1956.  He  went  on  to  receive 
both  his  MA  and  PhD  degrees  from  the  University  of 
South  Carolina  and  later  studied  on  post-doctoral 
fellowship  at  Harvard  University.

Louis  Powell's  research  cited  with  top  100  nationally 


Each  year  the  top  100  research  and  development 
achievements  in  the  nation  are  selected  from  among 
thousands  of  scientific  and  engineering  works  on  the 
basis  of  their  importance,  uniqueness  and  usefulness  to 
mankind. 

One  of  the  winners  for  1984  was  developed  by 
G.  Louis  Powell  '63  and  two  colleagues  at  the  Oak 
Ridge  Y-I2  Plant  of  Martin  Marietta  Energy  Systems, 
Inc.,  in  Oak  Ridge,  Tenn. 

Known  as  the  Y-12  Diffuse  Reflectance  Cell,  it  is 
an  investigative  tool  that  gives  the  surface  analyst  a 
method  for  uniquely  and  passively  detecting  reaction 
products  associated  with  the  corrosion  of  reactive 
metals.  This  development  and  the  others  were  honored 
in  September  in  special  ceremonies  at  Chicago's 
Museum  of  Science  and  Industry. 

The  annual  competition  is  sponsored  by  Research 
and  Developmeni  national  scientific  magazine  and  is 
held  in  high  esteem  by  the  scientific  community. 

Louis   Powell   has   been  associated  with  the  Oak 


Ridge  operation  as  a  staff  chemist  for  a  number  of 
years.  Back  in  1973,  when  the  Y-12  Plant  was  operated 
by  Union  Carbide,  he  and  another  chemist  developed 
new  methods  of  fabricating  thermally  stable  oxide- 
coated  metal  crucibles  and  thin-walled  ceramic  articles. 
These  techniques  were  developed  in  support  of  the 
US  Atomic  Energy  Commission  research  programs.  He 
holds  two  patents  on  his  scientific  works. 

After  graduating  from  Presbyterian  College  with 
honors  and  a  BS  in  chemistry  in  1963,  Powell  went  to 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  to  earn  his  PhD.  He 
won  the  Mitchell  Award  for  the  best  dissertation  in 
science  among  all  of  the  candidates  in  that  state.

To  help  meet  the  increasing  competition  for 
good  students,  alumni  have  moved  into 
action  in  five  key  South  Carolina  areas 
with  Presbyterian  College  Alumni  Re- 
cruiting committees. 

These  special  PAR  groups  operate 
ongoing  programs  in  their  local  communities 
to  maximize  personal  contact  with  prospec- 
tive students.  Each  committee  already 
has  entertained  prospects  and  their  parents 
at  informal  social  events  at  which  college 
representatives  presented  the  PC  story. 
In  addition,  individual  alumni  have  made 
personal  contact  with  selected  numbers 
of  these  prospects,  and  other  means  of 
cultivation  are  planned  in  the  future.

Our  first  campus  Phonathon  gave  a  $50,8 1 3 
boost  to  Annual  Giving. 

A  total  of  110  student  volunteers  parti- 
cipated in  the  November  project  that  in- 
cluded seven  sessions  with  a  bank  of  20 
telephones  installed  in  the  alumni  office. 
They  made  contact  with  2.105  available 
numbers— some  1,736  of  alumni  who  had 
not  yet  contributed  in  1984  and  369  parents 
of  current  students. 

Pledges  and  indications  of  favorable 
decisions  to  come  were  received  from  almost 
two-thirds  of  the  alumni  contacted  and  40 
percent  of  the  parent  group.  In  terms  of  the

$41,314  while  parents  added  $9,499. 

Enthusiasm  ran  high  among  the  student 
groups  as  they  sought  to  outdo  each  other 
in  friendly  competition.  And  the  universal 
impression  was  one  of  enjoyment  over  the 
conversations  held  with  so  many  people  who 
shared  their  affection  for  Presbyterian 
College.  With  few  exceptions,  the  students 
received  a  positive  response — even  among 
those  individuals  who  could  not  commit 
themselves  at  the  time.

Undergraduate  leaders  now  assist  the  work 
of  the  Presbyterian  College  Alumni  Associa- 
tion through  the  Student  Alumni  Council. 

Twenty-seven  students  were  selected  this 
fall  as  charter  members  of  the  group  which 
has  received  faculty  approval  as  an  official 
campus  organization. 

It  functions  as  an  arm  of  the  Alumni 
Association  on  campus — involved  with  the 
college  administration,  student  body  and 
alumni  in  programs  of  mutual  service. 
Operating  through  the  Office  of  College 
Relations  and  under  the  guidance  of  Alumni 
Director  Randy  Randall,  the  organization 
also  seeks  to  give  undergraduates  an  early 
awareness  of  the  function  and  scope  of  the 
Alumni  Association. 

The  Student  Alumni  Council  got  off  to  a 
fast  start  this  fall.  Its  members  assisted 
with  Youth  Day  and  helped  to  launch  the 
new  Presbyterian  College  Alumni  Re- 
cruiting (PAR)  program  by  sending  repre- 
sentatives to  the  socials  held  for  prospective 
students  in  local  areas.

This  alumnus  tells  of  his  work  among  the  homeless  and 
hungry  street  people  of  Atlanta,  a  ministry  now  drawing 
support  from  Atlanta  Presbytery  and  some  PC  students.

A   s   volunteers   at   the   Open    Door   Community   in 

^^  Atlanta,  Presbyterian  College  professors  Allen 
/  ^^  and  Yvonne  King  spent  hours  of  a  recent  week- 
-A.  J^  end  working  in  the  hot  kitchen.  They  helped 
to  feed  100  people  at  the  soup  kitchen  in  addition  to  aiding 
40  homeless  and  haggard  men  and  women  who  came  for  a 
shower  and  a  change  of  clothes. 

The  Open  Door  is  a  residential  Christian  community 
which  ministers  to  the  homeless  and  hungry  on  the  streets 
and  to  prisoners  across  the  state  of  Georgia. 

A  partnership  ministry  with  Atlanta  Presbytery,  the 
Open  Door  has  developed  important  ties  with  Presbyterian 
College  over  the  past  two  years.  Allen  King  became  inter- 
ested in  the  community  through  a  visit  from  his  former 
student  Ed  Loring  (BA  '63).  The  Open  Door  is  always  in 
need  of  volunteer  workers.  Mr.  King,  Greg  Clark  '84  and 
former  chaplain  Sam  Cooper  began  a  program  whereby  PC 
students  spend  a  weekend  in  Atlanta  feeding  the  hungry, 
clothing  the  tattered,  visiting  the  lonely,  and  experiencing 
ministry  in  the  heart  of  an  urban  area. 

Students  also  support  the  Open  Door  in  sacrificial 
ways.  Last  year  after  a  period  of  fasting,  the  members  of 
REGNUH  (a  PC  hunger  organization)  sent  a  very  generous 
gift  to  feed  the  hungry  in  Atlanta. 

The  roots  of  the  Open  Door  Community  stretch  back  to 
a  small  inner-city  neighborhood  congregation,  the  Clifton 
Presbyterian  Church.  Ed  Loring  was  pastor,  and  Murphy 
Davis  (Ed's  wife,  who  is  also  a  Presbyterian  minister)  di- 
rected the  Georgia  office  of  Southern  Prison  Ministry 
from  the  church.  The  Clifton  congregation  numbered  30 
members,  mostly  young  adults  who  came  together  seeking 
a  disciplined  and  active  Christian  life. 

Living  in  the  midst  of  the  poor  and  in  a  city  with  thou- 
sands of  hungry  and  homeless  people,  the  church  decided 
to  open  its  doors  to  30  homeless  men  for  shelter  from  the 
mean  streets  and  bitter  nights.  Every  night  since  November 
I,  1979,  Clifton  Presbyterian  Church  has  fed  the  sheltered 
homeless  men  in  the  sanctuary. 

The  need  for  shelter  discerned  by  the  Clifton  congrega- 
tion was,  and  continues  to  be,  much  greater  than  any  one 
church  could  resolve.  In  1979  there  were  approximately 


1 ,500  homeless  people  in  Atlanta;  today  there  are  5,000.  By 
the  winter  of  1980-81  several  churches  followed  the  Clifton 
example  and  began  offering  hospitality,  food,  a  blanket 
and  a  foam  mat  to  the  poorest  of  the  poor.  A  movement 
was  now  underway  with  the  Presbyterians  taking  the  lead. 

This  winter  there  are  30  churches,  representing  most 
denominations,  feeding  and  sheltering  1,500  men,  women, 
boys  and  girls. 

During  the  second  year  of  Night  Hospitality  Ministry  at 
Clifton  Church,  Rob  and  Carolyn  Johnson  joined  with  Ed 
Loring  and  Murphy  Davis  to  form  the  Open  Door  Com- 
munity. We  felt  a  new  vocation  emerge  from  our  experi- 
ences of  serving  God  in  the  midst  of  the  poor.  We  wanted  to 
live  with  those  whom  we  sheltered,  and  we  wanted  to  form 
an  alternative  style  of  Christian  commitment — a  residential 
community. 

After  a  long  and  prayerful  search  for  a  building,  the 
Open  Door  and  Atlanta  Presbytery  purchased  an  old  56- 
room  apartment  building  from  the  Atlanta  Union  Mission. 
Located  at  9 10  Ponce  de  Leon  Avenue,  the  new  community 
began  feeding  the  hungry  on  Christmas  Day,  1981,  when 
100  homeless  folks  came  for  dinner.  Since  that  day  over 
360,000  meals  have  been  prepared  in  the  kitchen. 

Community  and  service  are  the  two  focal  points  of 
common  life  at  the  Open  Door.  Wanting  to  live  a  life  of 
discipleship  based  upon  the  Bible,  the  members  are  molded 
by  the  experiences  of  the  early  church  as  found  in  Acts  2 
and  4.  The  Open  Door  membership  includes  four  partners, 
three  novices  (those  considering  partnership)  and  six  resi- 
dent volunteers.  Partners  are  those  members  who  covenant 
to  give  their  lives  and  resources  to  the  community.  Resident 
volunteers  are  persons  who  join  the  community  for  three 
months  to  two  years  for  experience  and  education  as  they 
follow  different  paths  on  their  life  pilgrimages.  Former  PC 
student  Sally  Campbell  '83  is  presently  a  resident  volunteer 
as  she  takes  off  a  semester  from  her  theological  studies  at 
Union  Seminary  in  Virgnia. 

Each  member  of  the  community  receives  basic  needs 
plus  $12.50  per  week  stipend.  Supported  by  contributions 
from  churches  and  individuals,  the  Open  Door  had 
$115,000  in  1983 — including  the  cost  for  all  the  servant- 
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The  destitute  sleep  in  abandoned

hood  ministries.  No  one  at  Open  Door  has  an  income  pro- 
ducing job. 

In  addition  to  the  partners,  novices  and  resident  volun- 
teers, 26  street  people  live  at  the  Open  Door.  These  resi- 
dents are  unemployable,  with  physical  and/ or  mental 
disabilities.  Most  have  spent  years  on  the  streets,  have 
served  in  the  armed  forces,  are  black,  have  been  displaced 
by  either  agricultural  technology  on  the  farms  or  urban 
renewal  in  the  cities.  The  majority  of  the  homeless  are  ne- 
glected by  the  churches,  government  and  business.  They 
have  nowhere  to  go.  Although  families,  teenage  boys  and 
girls,  and  single  men  and  women  constitute  the  homeless 
population,  the  vast  majority  are  single  men.  At  the  Open 
Door  we  house  21  men  and  women. 

Let  me  introduce  you  to  a  couple  of  our  friends.  Tim  is 
30  years  old;  he  looks  50.  He  is  blind  in  one  eye;  crippled  in 
his  right  leg.  Tim  is  white.  After  his  father  ran  off  some 
years  ago,  economic  necessity  put  Tim  on  his  own.  He 
worked  day  labor  and  developed  a  terrible  alcohol  prob- 
lem. After  10  years  on  the  street,  he  was  reduced  to  a  beggar 
who  often  fell  victim  to  beatings  and  abuse. 

A  year  and  a  half  ago  Tim  came  to  live  at  the  Open 
Door.  Slowly  his  life  is  being  pieced  back  together.  He  has 
not  taken  a  drink  since  entering  the  community,  and  he 
works  each  day  in  the  soup  kitchen.  Tim  is  a  stronger  per- 
son, often  joyful  and  happy,  but  the  streets  still  hold  for 
him  the  specter  of  joblessness,  alcoholism  and  violence.  It  is 
a  simple  truism  that  haunts  the  lives  of  many  homeless;  on 
the  streets  a  drink  of  liquor  is  easier  to  find  than  a  slice  of 
bread. 

James'  story  is  quite  different.  A  62-year-old  black  man, 
James  came  to  the  Open  Door  two  years  ago  exhausted 
from  a  fruitless  search  for  a  regular  job.  Shortly  after  his 
arrival.  Murphy  Davis  realized  that  she  and  Ed  had  been 
visiting  his  son  on  death  row.  Through  Murphy's  prison 
ministry,  father  and  son  re-established  a  loving  and  suppor- 
tive relationship. 


This  old  56-room  apartment  building  was  bought  with  the  help  of 
Atlanta  Presbytery  in  1981  to  house  the  Open  Door  Community. 

On  James'  62nd  birthday,  about  six  months  ago,  he 
became  eligible  for  Social  Security  benefits.  John  Pickens, 
a  lawyer  and  Open  Door  member,  worked  hard  to  get 
James  an  efficiency  apartment  in  public  housing.  James 
now  has  his  own  home,  but  he  returns  to  the  community  six 
mornings  a  week  as  a  volunteer.  He  answers  the  phone  and 
front  door. 

Each  person  who  enters  the  community  has  a  story  of 
failure  and  triumph.  Some  folks,  like  James,  experience 
victories  in  the  battles  for  survival  and  a  life  of  dignity. 
Others  with  whom  we  have  lived  return  to  the  streets  and 
freeze  to  death  or  die  a  slow  and  desolate  death  from 
privation. 

Volunteers  from  Atlanta  area  churches,  most  of  whom 
are  Presbyterians,  also  constitute  a  part  of  the  community. 
Some  people  come  monthly;  others  come  weekly  to  serve 
soup,  prepare  supper,  sort  clothes,  or  bandage  hurts.  One

hundred  fifty  different  volunteers  work  at  the  Open  Door 
each  month. 

The  day  begins  early  at  910  Ponce  de  Leon  Avenue.  At 
6:00  a.m.  one  of  the  partners  or  resident  volunteers  begins 
to  cook  the  "Butler  Street  Breakfast."  By  7:30  the  meal  is 
ready  to  be  put  into  the  van  and  taken  to  an  exceedingly 
impoverished  area  of  the  inner-city.  In  the  basement  of  the 
Butler  Street  C.M.E.  Church,  between  135  and  200  people 
(mostly  black  men)  line  up  for  the  coffee,  eggs,  grits,  a  piece 
of  fruit  and  a  vitamin  C  tablet. 

At  9:00  a.m.,  as  the  van  loaded  with  empty  pots,  pans, 
and  dirty  dishes  returns  to  the  Open  Door,  other  commu- 
nity members  are  starting  to  open  the  clothes  closet  and 
shower  room.  Five  days  each  week  up  to  40  men  and 
women  who  have  slept  in  abandoned  buildings  or  vacant 
lots  come  in  for  a  change  of  clothes  and  a  hot  shower. 
Simple  bodily  hygiene  is  most  difficult  for  those  with  little 
access  to  toilets,  running  water,  clean  clothes  and  showers. 
Often  we  must  turn  people  away,  for  there  is  not  enough 
time  and  room  for  all  who  would  enter. 

As  sheltering  the  homeless  is  the  focus  of  our  ministry  at 


night,  feeding  the  hungry  is  the  heart  of  our  day.  Seven 
days  a  week  the  soup  kitchen  is  filled  with  folk.  Preparation 
begins  at  9:30  a.m.  (as  the  Butler  Street  pots  are  washed!) 
and  the  tables  are  full  between  1 1:00  and  12:00  noon.  Ten 
thousand  meals  per  month  are  served  from  the  kitchen. 

Various  ministries  supportive  of  the  homeless  are  car- 
ried out  as  well.  Ann  Connor,  a  nurse  who  teaches  at 
Emory    University,    comes 

each  Wednesday  to  bathe  and  care  for  injured  feet.  Dr. 
Jerry  Hobson  fits  old  used  glasses  on  those  with  dimming 
eyesight.  And  on  the  first  Saturday  of  every  month  Eric 
Kocher  organizes  several  lawyers  in  a  legal  clinic  for  the 
poor. 

Our  mission  does  take  many  forms,  reaching  out  to  try 
to  meet  some  of  the  desperate  human  needs.  The  Open 
Door  Community  and  Presbyterian  College  have  begun  to 
share  in  many  important  and  faithful  ways.  We  in  Atlanta 
look  forward  to  the  Friday  afternoons  when  PC  students 
appear  at  our  door  steps.  We  would  gladly  welcome  any 
alumni  to  come  for  a  visit — a  single  meal  or  a  week  of 
work.  We  hope  to  see  you!! 


Ed  Loring 

"Minister  to  street  people" 


We  present  Ed  Loring's  article  in  this  De- 
cember issue  as  a  Christmas  story. 

Although  his  work  goes  on  year-round,  it 
represents  the  ultimate  in  the  spirit  and 
practice  of  giving — totally  of  oneself  to  help 
the  homeless  poor.  And  this  season  marks 
the  third  anniversary  of  the  Open  Door 
program  started  on  Christmas  Day,  1981. 

As  a  founder  and  partner  of  the  Open 
Door  Community,  Dr.  Eduard  N.  (Ed)  Lor- 


ing lists  his  occupation  as  "minister  to  street 
people."  He  also  is  known  as  "the  father  of 
Atlanta's  shelter  movement." 

His  article  describes  some  details  of  that 
ministry.  What  it  cannot  convey  is  the  in- 
tensity of  feeling  and  sense  of  Christian 
commitment  this  PC  alumnus  brings  to 
sharing  everything  with  the  destitute. 

Ed  Loring  came  to  his  present  work  by 
way  of  a  fashionable  Charlotte  neighbor- 


hood, Presbyterian  College,  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary,  Vanderbilt  Univer- 
sity and  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Now  44, 
he  earned  his  BA  degree  in  history  from  PC 
in  1963,  his  MDiv  from  Columbia  Seminary 
and  went  on  to  Vanderbilt  for  both  his  MA 
and  PhD. 

He  taught  for  four  years  (1971-75)  as  as- 
sistant professor  in  American  church  his- 
tory and  ethics  at  Columbia  Seminary 
before  becoming  minister  of  Atlanta's  little 
Clifton  Presbyterian  Church.  That  led  to 
the  ministry  among  street  people. 

Loring  is  married  to  the  former  Murphy 
Davis,  also  a  Presbyterian  minister,  and 
they  have  one  daughter  named  Hannah. 
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Keeping  the  busy  PC  dining  hall 

on  schedule  is  no  small  task  for 

Vernon  Powell,  the  veteran 

director  of  food  services  here. 


Good  food  is  one  of  I  he  fine  Presbyterian 
College  traditions,  both  among  students 
and  area  residents.

Dishing  out  community  spirit 
along  with  good  food 


A  poster  fighting  for  space  in  Vernon  Powell's  cluttered 
office  pictures  a  pen  full  of  contented  hogs  and  the  caption 
"Don't  judge  a  school  by  its  cafeteria." 

Presbyterian  College  could  do  worse  than  be  judged  by 
its  cafeteria. 

It's  a  source  of  local  pride,  a  counted-on  caterer  when  a 
community  member  is  married  or  buried,  a  frequent  site  of 
private  parties  and  a  Sunday  dinner  restaurant  for  the 
after-church  crowd.  Oh,  and  it's  also  where  800-plus  college 
students  eat  each  day. 

The  PC  cafeteria  is  the  domain  of  the  61-year-old  Pow- 
ell, a  loquacious,  energetic  man  who  keeps  in  touch  with  his 
team  of  cooks,  bakers,  supply  room  managers,  supervisors 
and  servers  by  walkie-talkie,  intercom  and  frantic  hotfoot- 
ing, it's  a  demanding  job  that  no  one  really  had  to  do.  But 
years  ago  PC  chose  to  open  its  facilities  for  public  dining 
and  private  catering  above  and  beyond  its  comparatively 
simple  service  of  feeding  students. 

"We  didn't  exactly  decide  to  get  into  it,"  mused  Powell. 
"It's  not  something  we  went  after.  . .  .  But  the  college  has 
for  years  and  years  tried  to  fit  in  and  be  a  good  neighbor  in 
the  community.  It  just  evolved  from  church  meetings  and 
what  have  you." 

First,  a  few  church  and  civic  groups  asked  if  they  could 
meet  in  PC's  spacious  dining  room.  Then,  as  long  as  they 
were  there,  they  wanted  to  know  if  the  dining  room  staff 
could  provide  refreshments.  The  situation  ballooned  and 
from  those  humble  beginnings  into  the  custom  catering  that 
keeps  Powdll  juggling  phone  lines  for  the  better  part  of 
each  afternoon,  and  platters  of  chicken  and  macaroni  and 
blueberry  pie  for  better  part  of  each  weekend. 

"Now  if  we  didn't  do  it,  people  would  have  to  go  to  the 
Hyatt  in  Greenville  or  somewhere  else,"  said  Powell. 


And  the  community  wouldn't  like  that.  Mack  Parsons, 
director  of  employee  communications  at  Clinton  Mills,  has 
Powell  cater  just  about  every  function  the  plant  hosts. 

"Unless  you've  lived  here,"  said  Parsons,  "you  can't  ap- 
preciate the  quality  of  life  his  expertise  and  know-how  have 
brought  to  the  community." 

And  the  food? 

"Best  in  the  South,"  states  Parsons  unequivocally.  "He's 
as  close  to  Mom's  Sunday  dinner  as  you  can  get." 

Sunday  in  Laurens  County  means  fried  chicken  at  PC. 
Though  it's  always  accompanied  by  a  selection  of  two  other 
meats,  the  chicken  is  a  mainstay. 

Twice  in  his  20  years  as  director  of  PC's  food  services, 
Powell  eliminated  it  from  the  Sunday  menu.  Twice,  he  was 
told  that  he  had  ruined  the  day. 

"We're  known  all  over  the  county  for  our  fried  chicken," 
said  Powell  simply.  "We've  had  people  call  and  ask  us  to  fry 
up  eight  pieces  for  them.  We  try  to  discourage  that." 

Among  the  other  favorites  of  the  townspeople  are  pot 
roast,  chicken  pie,  Georgia  grits  with  eggs  and  cheese,  and 
Georgia  Mud  Cake.  The  breads  freshly  baked  on  the  prem- 
ises hold  their  own,  too. 

"The  students  eat  our  breads  until  they  start  growing 
out  of  their  clothes,"  said  Powell.  "Then  they  slack  off.  We 
warn  them  that  the  first-year  average  is  a  nine  to  16-pound 
gain." 

In  addition  to  the  hot  meats,  vegetables,  breads  and 
desserts  available  at  each  meal,  the  dining  room  sports  a 
well-stocked  salad  bar,  a  pair  of  deep  soup  kettles  and  that 
staff  of  student  life,  peanut  butter  and  jelly.  On  each  table 
rests  fresh  flowers,  a  homey  change  from  most  institutional 
dining  rooms. 

"That's   one   of  our   trademarks,"  said    Powell.   "We 
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The  dining  hall  cooperates  with 
Dr.  Charles  Gaines '  PC  Choir  in 
producing  the  annual  Madrigal 
Dinner- Concerts  each  December. 
In  an  atmosphere  of  16th  century 
England,  the  banquet  table  of 
the  great  hall  is  loaded  with 
boar's  head,  roast  beef,  cheese, 
medieval  vegetables,  pudding 
and  a  variety  of  other  food.

Started  that  30  years  ago  and  kept  it  up  even  through  the 
depressions." 

The  cheeriness  of  the  dining  room  attracts  townspeople 
on  a  regular  basis,  patronage  that  the  college  has  not  ac- 
tively sought  but  doesn't  mind  tending. 

"We  feel  like  it's  a  great  courtesy  of  the  campus  to  allow 
us  to  eat  here,"  said  Lillian  Hart,  a  retired  Clinton  resident 
who  regularly  dines  at  PC.  "The  food  is  remarkably  good 
but  the  companionship  of  the  young  people  is  even  better." 

"Tm  satisfied  every  day,"  agreed  her  husband,  J.  B.  "In 
fact  it's  much  better  than  what  I  had  when  I  was  in  college." 

Apart  from  the  day-in,  day-out  service  demanded  in  a 
college  setting,  Powell  and  his  cooks  take  on  numerous 
student  projects  each  year.  One  of  the  most  ambitious  is  the 
Madrigal  Dinner  that  attracts  diners  from  all  over  the  state 
each  December. 

Powell  goes  whole  hog  for  that  feast,  serving  up  an 
inedible  boar's  head  along  with  very  edible  cheese  and  bis- 
cuits, roast  rib  of  beef,  roasted  potatoes,  Yorkshire  pud- 
ding, medieval  vegetables,  cranberry  relish  and  plum 
pudding.  It's  a  magical  Christmastime  evening  made  up  of 
Olde  English  food  and  roving  madrigal  singers. 

Powell  feels  it's  important  that  the  dining  room  staff  be 
a  contributor — no,    a   participant — in   college   activities. 


That's  why  he  takes  special  pride  in  overseeing  banquets 
like  the  Madrigal  Dinner  as  well  as  various  athletic  affairs. 
One  recent  Christmas  he  was  obligated  on  the  same  night 
for  the  Madrigal  Dinner  and  a  banquet  PC  was  hosting  for 
a  visiting  football  team.  He  seated  the  Christmas  revelers  in 
the  dining  hall,  the  athletes  in  the  gymnasium. 

"That  was  a  real  challenge  but  it  turned  out  beauti- 
fully," he  said.  "We  put  so  many  flowers  and  decorations 
and  candles  and  colors  out  that  you  couldn't  take  your  eyes 
off  the  table  long  enough  to  see  you  were  sitting  out  in  a 
field  house." 

And  once  the  prime  rib  made  its  appearance,  the  young 
men  couldn't  have  cared  less  where  they  were  served. 

Powell,  a  Greer  native,  came  to  his  interest  in  nutrition 
and  cooking  as  a  result  of  a  "smart  alecky"  move  while  he 
was  still  a  young  teen-ager  at  North  Greenville  Academy. 
The  youngsters  were  signing  up  for  electives,  and  to  get  a 
laugh,  Powell  told  the  counselor  he  wanted  to  take  home 
economics. 

Before  he  knew  what  was  happening,  he  was  sewing 
aprons  and  baking  bread. 

He  found  he  loved  the  cooking  end  of  the  course  (and 
has  even  made  use  of  the  sewing  by  running  up  draperies 
for  the  various  dining  halls  where  he's  worked).  After 
graduation,  he  went  on  to  study  all  the  food  courses  North 
Greenville  College  had  to  offer.  In  those  pre-World  War  II 
days,  he  worked  his  way  up  from  woodchopper  to  assistant 
to  the  dietician,  planting  food,  harvesting  it,  pickling  it, 
canning  it,  cooking  it  and  serving  it  to  fellow  students. 

The  Army  made  use  of  his  cooking  experience  during 
the  war,  and  in  1947,  he  arrived  to  man  the  coal-powered 
kitchen  at  Presbyterian  College.  He  directed  and  updated 
the  food  operation  until  I960  during  that  first  tenure,  be- 
fore leaving  for  other  opportunities.  His  former  assistant 
Mildred  Bowers  took  over  until  1977,  and  upon  her  nomi- 
nal retirement  seven  years  ago,  PC  wooed  Powell  back  to 
the  fold. 

Powell's  own  retirement  is  nowhere  in  sight.  "I  never 
even  know  how  old  I  am  'til  somebody  asks,"  he  said  with  a 
grin.  "I  try  to  go  along  like  I'm  34  to  37  or  so." 

That's  the  kind  of  talk  Laurens  County  folks  like  to 
hear.

Popular  choice  as  NC  State  dean 

Dr.  William  B.  Toole  III  is  the  new  dean  of  the  School  of  Humanities  and 
Social  Sciences  at  North  Carolina  State  University. 

After  serving  as  associate  dean  since  1972,  this  Presbyterian  College 
alumnus  now  heads  NCSU's  second  largest  school  with  its  3,800  students  and 
351  faculty  members.  Its  25  degree  programs  in  graduate  and  undergraduate 
study  are  underwritten  by  a  $13  milhon  budget — plus  an  additional  $800,000 
in  grants  and  contracts. 

Toole's  appointment  was  announced  last  September  after  approval  by  the 
NCSU  board  of  trustees  and  the  UNC  board  of  governors.  It  was  strongly 
endorsed  by  Provost  and  Vice-Chancellor  Nash  N.  Winstead,  who  worked  with 
the  search  committee. 

"We  did  a  national  search  and  looked  at  extraordinary  people,"  he  said. 
"The  committee  had  to  give  the  chancellor  three  names  they  felt  were  eminently 
qualified.  It's  my  belief  the  faculty  in  the  school  is  well-pleased.  I  haven't  heard 
anyone  say  anything  except  the  word  'delighted'." 

A  magna  cum  laude  1954  graduate  of  Presbyterian,  Bill  Toole  went  on  to 
earn  both  his  MA  and  PhD  degrees  at  Vanderbilt  University.  He  taught  at  both 
PC  and  Vanderbilt  before  joining  the  North  Carolina  State  University  faculty 
in  1963  as  assistant  professor  of  English.  In  1971  he  was  appointed  assistant 
dean  of  the  humanities  school  and  was  promoted  to  professor. 

At  NCSU  he  developed  the  idea  for  a  program  of  humanities  extension 
seminars,  where  communities  across  the  state  are  offered  seminars  on  a  wide 
variety  of  topics.  The  program,  which  has  been  well-received,  drew  $180,000 
in  funding  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities.  Bill  Toole  has 
written  videotape  scripts  for  the  seminars  and  has  published  more  than  50 
scholarly  articles  and  short  stories.  His  book  is  entitled  Shakespeare's  Problem 
Plays:  Studies  in  Form  and  Meaning. 

In  1968  he  was  selected  by  students  and  faculty  for  membership  in  NCSU's 
Academy  of  Outstanding  Teachers.  He  also  has  been  the  recipient  of  a  Carnegie 
Foundation  Fellowship  and  twice  has  received  the  Southern  Fellowship  award. 

Toole  and  his  wife — the  former  Katie  Durham  of  PC's  1958  class — live  at 
2515  Kenmore  Drive  in  Raleigh.  They  have  two  grown  children. 
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
